It soon became known in Mount 
Vernon that many people had been 
drowned, the estimate then being IOO. 
Gradually the reports of loss of life in­ 
creased the estimates, stories coming 
from various points near the scene of 
the flood showing clearly that the disas- ! 
ter was far more disastrous than was at 
first believed.

Washington, April A—The opinion 
Almost universally held in Washington 
by leading public men and diplomat# is 
that the crisi/will reach its climax this 
week and that the question of war or 
peace will be determined within the 
next seven days. 
Senators aud repre­ 
sentatives meet and oonfef about the 
gravity of the situation at all hours. 
At the state, war and navy building 
active work is going on. 
No absolute 
day has been yet announced when the 
message is to be sent to congress. 
It 
may possibly be sent in tomorrow, but 
more probably Wednesday or perhaps 
Thursday, 
In addition to the physical 
work of preparing the comprehensive 
document upon which the president ex­ 
pects to rest America's ease with the 
world, there are other reasons why 
those in charge of the war preparations 
will welcome every hour’s delay. 
War 
material which we have ordered abroad 
is not yet shipped, and the factories in 
this country, which are at work day 
and night making powder and projec­ 
tiles, are anxious few delay. 
Some of 
the factories in Connecticut with con­ 
tracts have telegra ohed Representative 
HIU urging all the delay possible. They 
say every day now is precious. 
There is still a div ergenoe of opinion 
as to what the president will recom­ 
mend in his message; indeed there 
seems to be still a question as to whetb- ' 
er the president wilt make any specific ‘ 
recommend.!;ion*

intimate frtcuds, however, assert em- 
phallically that his recommendations 
will be specific aud, vigor>us aud such 
that hi# party and country could will­ 
ingly fallow wlieu he points the way.

J mittee’s conclusions after the president 
is heard from, the resolutions reported 
to the senate will recommend tile rec­ 
ognition of independence of Cuba with 
a declaration for armed intervention to 
make independence' practicable. 
They 
will also include the Maine explosion as 
one of the cansos set forth for this action. 
The resolutions will be accompanied by 
a carefully drawn report written by 
Senator Davis justifying them. 
The expectation in the senate is that 
tile report of the committee on foreign 
relations on the Caban situation will 
be made to the senate not later than 
Wednesday, aud if the report should be 
made at that time the probabilities are 
that it will engage the greater share of 
the sena te’s time for the remainder of 
the week. 
The committee will rn ake an effort to 
secure action upon the resolutions which 
it will report without having them de­ 
bated, but with very little probability 
of success. 
Undoubtedly a large ma­ 
jority of the members of the senate are 
favorable to some declaration on the Cu­ 
ban situation, but there is certain to be 
difference of opinion on the course to be 
pursued and on the language to be used. 
C li the committee’s report should prove 
to be in accord with the president's rec­ 
ommendation, in all essential particu­ 
lars, the senate likely would adopt the 
resolutions brought in without debating 
them. 
While desirous of giving the presi­ 
dent all the time he may actually re­ 
quire for the preparation of his message, 
the committee on foreign relations are 
very impatient of the outside influences 
which is being exerted to hold them in 
check. 
This pressure is in the shape of 
letters 
and 
telegrams from 
people 
throughout the country who are opposed 
to a war policy, and with these the 
members of the committee are being 
flooded. 
“The writers,” a member of the com­ 
mittee said, “generally ask us to main­ 
tain an ‘honorable peace.’ Of course, 
we all want an honorable peace, but the 
time has gone by when that can be se­ 
cured under existing conditions in Cuba. 
We cannot allow our conduct to be con­ 
trolled by such expressions.” 
When the president’s message is re­ 
ceived it will, on Senator Davis’ motion 
be referred to the committee on foreign 
relations, which may bring in its report 
later in the day or if may not do so until 
the following day. 
So far as it is in­ 
formed as to the probable line OI the 
president’a communication, the commit­ 
tee is now prepared to report, but the 
members realize that there may be some 
detail of the message that will require 
careful conal deration, and in that event 
they will give more time to it than aa 
hour or two on the day of its presenta­ 
tion. 


Daw Breaks at Shawneetown, Ills. 
Town IO to 20 Feet Under Water.

Evansville, Iud., April 4 —The levee 
at Sliawneetown, Ills., broke last even­ 
ing and the entire town is flooded from 
IO to 20 feet, 
The levee is in front of 
the town and the hills are in the rear. 
It is reported that more than 200 
lives are lost. 
All wires are down aud no particulars 
can be had. 
Evansville has sent two 
steamboats with food and blankets to 
the scent*. 
A dispatch from Mount Vernon, but 
30 miles from Shawneetown, says that 
the telephone wires to th»» stricken city 
failed soon after 4 o’clock. 
At that 
hour it was known that the dam was 
giving way but it was not thought it 
would go to pieces quickly enough to 
cause lo>s of life. 
It soon ba wine known in Mount 
Vernon that many people had been 
drowned, the estimate then being IOO. 
Gradually the reports of loss of life in­ 
creased the estimates, stories coming 
from various points near the senile of 
the flood showing clearly that the disas­ 
ter was far more disastrous than was at 
first believed. 
A Cypress Junction (Ills,) dispatch 
says HOO people were drowned at Shaw­ 
neetown last evening. 
Shawneetown 
is six miles from this place. 
Alt com­ 
munication is cut off and no trains can 
reach the plate. 
Under ordinary coudi-1 
tions, the river is I,(XX) feet wide ut that 
point, aud a terrible 
pressure 
was 
brought to bear upon the levee, which 
was built by the government, during a 
freshet. 
The water Cline roaring into the 
town without warning and houses were 
turned toper tarry aud dashed to pieces. 
Th*' flood extends for four miles inland 
and people A d for their lives from low 
land hamlets. 
Shawneetown was a 
place of 2,OJO inhabitants.
